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PREFATORY  NOTE 


Because  of  the  action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  changing  the  fiscal  and  reporting  year  of 
common  carriers  under  its  jurisdiction  from  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30th  to  the  twelve  months  ending 
December  31st,  or  the  calendar  year,  this  Public  Service  Commission  and  most  of  the  commissions  of  other  States 
have  made  a similar  change  in  their  requirements.  Any  such  change  in  the  period  covered  by  the  report  will  of 
course  result  in  inconvenience,  for  some  purposes,  in  comparing  returns  over  a series  of  years.  All  things  con- 
sidered, it  seemed  that  the  least  inconvenience  would  be  caused  by  requiring  that  the  first  reports  for  the  calendar 
year  should  be  made  for  the  year  1916.  Since  the  last  reports  made  to  the  Commission  before  the  change  of  fiscal 
year  were  for  the  twelve  months  ended  June  30,  1916,  there  is  a six  months’  overlap  in  the  returns  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1916.  This  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  using  the  figures  contained  in  this  volume  for  any 
purposes  of  comparison  with  other  years.

Incorporated  March  6,  1908,  to  build  a railroad  projected  to 
extend  from  Rome,  N.  Y.,  to  Osceola,  N.  Y.,  via  Lee  Center  and 
Point  Rock,  a distance  of  25  miles.  Location  surveys  were  com- 
pleted May  26,  1908;  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  a 
necessity  was  granted  by  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second 
District,  July  30,  1908;  18.63  miles  of  right  of  way  have  been 
acquired,  4.26  of  the  remaining  7.85  miles  being  under  option, 
and  10.83  miles  of  road  graded.  During  the  Winter  and  Spring 
of  1914-1915  some  14,000  ties  were  purchased  from  adjoining 
farms,  practically  all  of  which  have  been  delivered.  Construction 
work  was  not  carried  on  during  1914,  1915,  or  1916,  but  the  road 
is  expected  to  be  finished  and  in  commercial  operation  in  1918.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  (iRAPHIC  CHARTS 


In  order  to  illustrate  the  statistics  derived  from  reports 
of  twelve  of  the  largei  operating  railroad  corporations,  the 
following  series  of  graphic  charts  have  been  made: 

Series  A : The  total  annual  incomes,  disposition  of  such 
total  incomes,  accumulated  surplus,  and  miles 
of  road  operated,  for  the  fiscal  years  ended 
June  30,  1900  to  1916  inclusive,  and  for  the 
calendar  year  1916. 

Series  B : The  total  income  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1916,  the  sources  and  disposi- 
tion of  such  income,  and  the  percentage  ratios 
of  subdivisions. 

Series  C : The  monthly  railroad  operating  statistics  per 
mile  of  road  operated,  showing  total  operating 
revenues,  total  operating  expenses,  and  net 
operating  revenue  from  July,  190?,  to  July, 
1917,  inclusive. 

The  twelve  operating  railroad  corporations  included  in 
these  charts  are  — 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company. 

2.  The  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company. 

3.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 

Company. 

4.  The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad 

Company. 

5.  Erie  Railroad  Company. 

6.  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 

7.  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company. 

8.  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company. 

9.  The  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 

10.  The  New  York,  Chicago  and  Saint  Louis  Railroad 

Company. 

11.  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railway  Com- 

pany. 

12.  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company. 

For  the  year  ended  December  31.  1916,  the  grand  total 
income,  both  operating  and  non-operating,  of  the  above 
railroad  corporations  was  $943,433,639,  and  represented 
97.3  per  cent  of  the  total  income  of  the  sixty  operating 
railroad  properties  for  which  reports  were  made  to  this 
Commission.  The  total  operated  mileage  of  the  twelve 
railroad  corporations  listed  above,  making  no  allowance 
for  duplications  on  account  of  trackage  rights,  was  22,253 
miles,  and  comprised  7405  miles  operated  in  New  York 
state,  or  84.7  per  cent  of  the  total  mileage  operated  by 
steam  railroads  in  ihe  State.  The  total  capitalization, 
including  all  stocks  and  long  term  debt,  December  31. 
1916,  of  these  corporations  was  $3,118,471,729,  or  95.7 
per  cent  of  the  capitalization  of  all  railroad  corporations 
reporting  to  this  Commission.  From  these  figures  it  will 
lie  seen  that  the  above  selected  corporations  are  representa- 
tive of  the  steam  railroad  situation  as  a whole  in  this 
State.  Since  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  went  into 
the  hands  of  a receiver  on  August  29,  1916,  and  sidmiitted 
two  reports  to  this  Commission  for  the  calendar  year  1916 : 
one  for  the  period  of  the  receivership  and  the  other  for 
the  period  prior  to  the  receivership,  the  figures  used  in 
drawing  the  charts  for  this  company  are  combined  figures 
covering  the  operations  of  both  receiver  and  corporation. 

SERIES  A. 

Idle  figures  used  in  Series  A are  derived  from  reports 
received  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  prior  to 
July  1,  1907;  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second 
District,  since  July  1,  1907;  and  from  the  records  of  the 


Interstate  Commerce  Commission  whenever  the  two  sources 
first  mentioned  lacked  sufficient  data. 

On  account  of  the  great  variation  in  amounts,  the  scale 
is  not  the  same  for  all  plates.  Plates  1 and  2 are  drawn 
on  a scale  one-half  that  of  Plates  3 to  8 inclusive,  and 
one-tenth  that  of  Plates  9 to  12.  With  the  above  in  mind, 
comparisons  can  be  made  between  one  railroad  and  another. 

The  total  income  is  shown  on  the  left  as  a whole : it 
combines  the  gross  earnings  from  railroad  and  other 
operated  properties  and  non-operating  income.  This  total 
income  is  divided  into  freight  revenue,  passenger  revenue, 
and  a remainder  composed  of  other  transportation  revenue, 
non-transportation  revenue,  net  operating  revenue  from 
other  than  railroad  property,  and  non-operating  income. 
Prior  to  1908  only  the  net  income  from  auxiliary  opera- 
tions was  included  in  total  income;  from  1908  to  1914 
inclusive,  total  income  includes  total  auxiliary  operations 
revenues  except  that  for  1908  the  figures  for  The  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company  are  not  available.  Beginning 
with  1915,  the  new  classification  prescribed  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  became  effective.  The  term 
“Auxiliary  operations  ” was  eliminated  from  this  classifica- 
tion and  the  term  “ Miscellaneous  operations  ” added. 
These  terms  are  not  in  any  sense  synonymous,  and  a 
comparison  of  the  1914  and  1915  reports  of  the  corpora- 
tions included  in  these  charts  indicates  that  nearly  the 
entire  revenues  of  operations  which  in  1914  were  shown 
under  “Auxiliary  operations  revenues  ” are  in  1915 
included  with  railway  operating  revenues,  whereas  the  net 
profit  of  the  operations  (chiefly  coal  mines  and  commer- 
cial power  plants)  shown  in  1915  under  miscellaneous 
operations  were  in  1914  included  with  “ Net  operating- 
income  from  other  than  railroad  property  ” or  “ Other 
non-operating  income  The  revenues  from  these  mis- 
cellaneous operations  are  included  with  total  income,  and 
the  exjienses  are  shown  in  a separate  columnar  graph.  On 
the  right  of  this  chart  are  grouped  various  items,  one  above 
the  other,  showing  the  disposition  of  the  total  annual 
income  for  the  various  years  given.  The  lowest  columnar 
graph  shows  the  total  railroad  operation  expenses,  divided 
where  figures  are  available  into  “ Wages  and  salaries  ” and 
“ Other  railway  operations  expenses  ”.  Prior  to  1908 
auxiliary  operations  expenses  are  included  under  total 
operating  expenses;  from  1908  to  1914  inclusive  they  are 
shown  in  a separate  columnar  graph. 

Since  this  Commission  adopted  the  plan  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  in  requiring  that  beginning 
with  the  report  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1916,  all 
reports  of  steam  railroad  corporations  should  be  made  for 
the  year  ended  December  31st  instead  of  for  the  year 
ended  June  30th,  two  1916  reports  have  been  received, 
each  of  which  include  the  operations  of  the  period  January 
1 to  June  30,  1916.  The  fact  that  the  reports  overlap 
has  been  indicated  on  the  graphic  charts  by  drawing  the 
columnar  graphs  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1916, 
over  those  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  broken  lines 
being  used  to  indicate  the  amount  of  such  overlapping. 

The  first  report  of  The  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company  covers  the  period  January  1 to  June  30.  1915: 
the  last  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1915. 
This  fact  is  indicated  on  the  chart  by  making  the 
columns  for  1915  one-half  the  width  of  the  columns 
for  the  other  years.  The  heights  of  the  columns  for 
1915,  with  the  exception  of  those  showing  “Miles  of 
road  operated  ” and  “ Accumulated  surplus,”  show  the 
annual  averages  based  on  the  period  operated  and  the 
results  of  operations  during  that  period.  For  example, 
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the  total. income  of  this  company  for  the  six  months  ended 
June  30,  1915,  was  approximately  $92,000,000:  this 
would  be  an  average  of  $184,000,000  for  a year’s  opera- 
tions, and  the  chart  is  drawn  accordingly. 

Auxiliary  operations  expenses  are  those  incurred  in 
operations  outside  of  rail  operations  but  auxiliary  thereto, 
such  as  ferries,  boat  lines,  parks,  etc.  Figures  for  such 
operations  are  not  available  for  the  years  prior  to  1908, 
and  in  the  case  of  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
the  figures  for  that  year  are  not  at  hand. 

Miscellaneous  operations  expenses  and  taxes  are  those 
incurred  in  operating  miscellaneous  physical  property  such 
as  coal  mines,  commercial  power  plants,  etc. 

Wages  and  salaries  represent  compensation  paid  to 
officers  and  other  employees  engaged  in  operating  the  rail- 
road property,  excluding  employees  engaged  solely  in  con- 
struction of  new  line  or  of  new  equipment. 

Taxes  represent  taxes  accrued  on  railroad  property  for 
the  fiscal  year  given. 

Bents  include  rents  accrued  for  lease  of  other  roads  and 
payable  bv  the  railroad  company,-  rents  payable  for  hire  of 
equipment  and  for  joint  facilities,  and  miscellaneous  rents. 

Interest  represents  interest  accrued  during  the  year  on 
funded  and  unfunded  debt. 

Dividends  represent  dividends  declared  on  stocks  out  of 
income  for  the  year;  but  in  order  to  show  dividends 
declared  out  of  surplus,  this  latter  amount  has  been  shown 
with  an  “S”  inserted. 

Sinl'ing  funds  and  other  appropriations  include  all 
charges  against  either  gross  or  net  income  not  provided  for 
in  the  foregoing,  such  as  losses  from  separately  operated 
properties,  miscellaneous  contractual  or  otherwise  com- 
pulsory deductions  from  gross  income,  sinking  and  other 
reserve  funds  chargeable  to  income,  income  appropriated 
for  investment  in  physical  property,  and  miscellaneous 
appropriations.  Beginning  with  1915  the  charges  for 
“ Uncollectible  bills  | are  also  included  under  this  head. 

A nnual  surplus  is  the  balance  of  income  account  for  the 
year  transferred  to  profit  and  loss  account;  the  debit 
balances  are  shown  dotted  below  the  base  line  and  denote 
a loss  or  deficit  for  the  year. 

Accumulated  surplus  is  the  credit  balance  of  the  profit 
and  loss  account  at  the  close  of  the  year;  debit  balances 
are  shown  dotted  below  the  base  line. 

SERIES  B. 

This  series  covers  the  total  income  for  one  year  only, 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1916.  Each  chart  represents 
the  total  income  in  two  phases.  All  the  circles  are  of  the 
same  size  regardless  of  the  total  amount  of  income : this 
is  necessary  as  the  variation  of  income  is  so  large  [see 
Plate  14],  The  upper  left-hand  circle  represents  by 
sectors  the  sources  of  the  total  income,  and  the  lower  right- 
hand  circle  represents  by  sectors  the  disposition  of  the 
same  total  income,  the  amount  of  which  is  given  on  a 
connecting  link  between  the  two  circles.  The  sectors  are 
proportional  to  the  percentage  of  each  division  to  the  total 
income.  The  items  in  the  circle  showing  disposition  of 
total  income  are  described  in  Series  A. 

As  to  the  items  in  the  circle  showing  the  sources  of  total 
income,  the  following  explanation  is  given: 

Freight  revenue-rail  and  passenger  revenue-rail  repre- 
sent the  amounts  received  directly  from  transportation  of 
freight  and  passengers  by  rail. 

Other  transportation  revenue-rail  includes  revenues 
derived  from  mail,  express,  milk,  switching  service,  etc. 

Other  railway  revenue  includes  revenues  derived  from 
water-line  transportation,  dining  and  buffet  service,  sta- 
tion privileges,  demurrage,  etc. 

Miscellaneous  operations  revenues  include  revenues 
derived  from  the  operation  of  miscellaneous  physical 


property,  such  as  coal  mines,  commercial  power  plants,  etc. 
The  revenues  derived  from  these  operations  are  included 
with  “'Total  income”.  They  are  comparatively  insignifi- 
cant except  in  the  case  of  The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  and  The  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Company,  where  they  are  shown  as  separate  subdivi- 
sions of  total  income. 

The  remainder  of  the  total  income  not  heretofore  men- 
tioned is  the  non-operating  income,  which  is  divided  as 
follows:  rents,  dividends,  interest,  and  other  non-operating 
income. 

Bents  include  rents  receivable  from  lease  of  road  owned 
or  controlled  by  the  railroad  company,  rents  receivable  for 
hire  of  equipment  and  for  joint  facilities,  and  miscella- 
neous rents. 

Dividends  represent  dividends  declared  by  other  com- 
panies on  stocks  owned  and  controlled  by  the  railroad 
company. 

Diterest  includes  interest  accrued  and  payable  by  other 
companies  on  funded  debt  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
railroad  company,  income  from  sinking  and  other  reserve 
funds,  and  interest  receivable  on  unfunded  securities  and 
accounts. 

Other  non-operating  income  includes  miscellaneous 
income  not  included  in  other  non-operating  income  items 
mentioned,  and  profits  derived  from  separately  operated 
properties. 

Plate  13  shows  the  sources  and  disposition  of  the  total 
income  of  the  twelve  corporations. 

Plate  14  shows  the  relative  sizes  of  the  total  incomes  of 
the  twelve  corporations. 

series  c. 

The  figures  for  this  series  are  derived  from  the  monthly 
reports  received  by  the  Commission  from  the  twelve  cor- 
porations, showing  their  operating  revenues  and  expenses 
and  the  miles  of  road  operated,  except  that  in  the  case  of 
The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  the  figures  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1907,  to  August  31,  1914,  are  derived  from  the  monthly 
bulletins  of  Revenues  and  Expenses  of  Steam  Roads  pub- 
lished by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  The 
period  covered  is  from  July  1,  1907,  to  June  30.  1917; 
and  each  horizontal  space  between  the  vertical  lines  repre- 
sents a month  [see  top  of  chart].  As  the  scale  is  large, 
fairly  accurate  readings  can  be  made  of  the  graphic  lines. 
The  upper  light  graphic  line  in  a series  of  steps  represents 
the  monthly  total  railroad  operating  revenues  per  mile  of 
road  operated : the  next  light  full  line  in  steps  shows  the 
monthly  total  railroad  operating  expenses  per  mile  of  road 
operated ; and  the  lower  dotted  series  of  steps  is  the  differ- 
ence between  the  two  above,  and  represents  the  monthly 
net  operating  revenue  per  mile  of  road  operated. 

Prior  to  July  1,  1914,  the  effective  date  of  the  new 
classification  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, the  revenues  and  expenses  of  auxiliary  operations, 
and  since  that  date  the  revenues  and  expenses  of  miscel- 
laneous operations,  have  not  been  included  in  railroad 
operating  revenues  and  expenses.  In  general,  the  term 
“Auxiliary  operations  ” was  more  inclusive  than  is  the 
term  “Miscellaneous  operations,”  with  the  result  that 
the  graphic  lines  show  somewhat  higher  averages  under  the 
new  classification  than  would  have  been  the  case  had  the 
old  classification  been  continued.  The  corporations  chiefly 
affected  appear  to  have  been  The  Xew  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road Company.  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and  The  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  which 
showed  4.1  per  cent.  4.2  per  cent,  5.3  per  eent,  and  7.4 
per  cent  respectivelv  of  their  total  incomes  for  the  year 
ended  June  30.  1914,  to  have  represented  revenues  from 
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auxiliary  operations,  practically  all  of  which  is  now 
included  with  railroad  operating  revenues. 

A heavy  line  marked  12  months’  average  line  runs 
through  each  step  series.  This  line  shows  for  12  months 
the  average  per  mile  of  road  operated  of  revenues,  expenses, 
or  net  revenue,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  end  of  any 
particular  month.  In  most  published  statements  such 
averages  are  given  only  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30th  or  December  31st.  The  averages  for  such  fiscal  years 
can  be  found  readily  by  noting  where  the  heavy  black  12 
months’  average  lines  cross  the  heavy  green  vertical  lines 
on  the  right,  of  the  space  for  June  or  December.  In  this 
way,  the  12  months’  average  to  the  end  of  any  month  can 
be  compared  with  that  of  any  other  month,  for  each  point 
in  the  line  includes  all  the  twelve  months  of  the  year 
immediately  preceding,  and  ordinary  seasonal  variations 
do  not  affect  this  line.  The  yearly  tendency  of  the 
revenues,  expenses,  or  net  revenue  to  increase  or  decrease 
is  shown,  together  with  the  actual  monthly  increases  or 
decreases.  These  separate  monthly  increases  and  decreases 
affect  this  12  months’  tendency  line  in  various  ways. 
Whenever  a month  shows  an  actual  increase  or  decrease 
over  the  same  month  in  the  preceding  year,  the  heavy  line 
rises  or  falls.  A steady  ascent  of  the  12  months’  average 
line  denotes  that  each  month  has  an  increase  over  the  same 
month  in  the  preceding  year;  similarly,  a descent  of  the 
12  months’  average  line  denotes  an  actual  decrease  of  that 
month  over  the  same  month  in  the  preceding  year.  If 
the  12  months’  average  line  tends  to  remain  parallel  with 
the  base  line,  it  indicates  that  there  is  no  marked  increase 


or  decrease  over  the  preceding  year.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
each  average  is  plotted  at  the  close  rather  than  at  the 
middle  of  the  twelve  months’  period  to  which  it  applies, 
the  twelve  months’  average  lines  have  a lag  of  approxi- 
mately six  months  as  compared  with  the  lines  showing  the 
monthly  peaks.  The  method  followed  makes  it  a little 
easier  to  determine  the  particular  twelve  months  to  which 
any  average  applies  without  in  any  way  changing  the  con- 
tour of  the  twelve  months’  average  lines. 

In  Plate  2 the  monthly  averages  prior  to  January,  1915, 
are  those  of  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company;  while  from  January,  1915,  on,  they  are 
those  of  The  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company.  The 
12  months’  averages  prior  to  January,  1915,  are  based 
exclusively  on  the  operations  of  The  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company;  those  for  January, 
1915,  are  based  on  11  months’  operations  of  The  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  and 
one  month’s  operation  of  The  New  York  Central  Rail- 
road Company;  and  so  on  to  December,  1915,  the  averages 
for  which  are  based  exclusively  on  the  operations  of 
The  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company. 

The  Erie  Railroad  Company  states  that  as  a consequence 
of  changing  its  fiscal  year  to  end  December  31st  instead 
of  June  30th,  it  was  necessary  to  adjust  its  accounts  in 
December,  1914,  to  conform  to  actual  expenditures.  This 
explains  the  great  increase  in  its  operating  expenses  for 
December,  1914,  and  the  corresponding  decrease  in  net 
operating  revenue.  The  monthly  average  lines  for  that 
month  and  for  the  eleven  succeeding  months  are  somewhat 
affected.

Mr.  Leb- 
kuecher  has  paid  the  expenses  of  the  road’s  operations  by 
his  personal  check,  and  has  likewise  paid  for  any  improve- 
ments to  the  property,  but  has  never  wished  the  Traction 
company,  as  such,  to  open  an  account  with  him.  Until 
December  31,  1910,  Mr.  Lebkueeher  had  title  to  the  power 
house,  barns,  and  equipment  used  by  the  Traction  com- 
pany,  for  which  he  nominally  received  a rental  of  $36,000. 

There  is  no  debt  outstanding  against  the  corpora- 
tion. On  December  31,  1910,  the  property  owned  by  Mr.

31,  1916.  They  also  consented  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a 
mortgage  upon  all  the  corporation’s  property  and  franchises 
acquired  at  date  of  such  mortgage  or  thereafter  to  be  acquired,  to 
secure  the  payment  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,000,000,  to  bear 
interest  at  5 per  cent  per  annum.  Bonds  had  not  been  issued 
under  this  mortgage  to  December  31,  1916.  The  corporate 
powers  and  existence  of  the  company  have  been  duly  extended 
by  the  Legislature,  chapter  523  of  the  laws  of  1911,  and  chapter 
411  of  the  laws  of  1914,  and  were  still  in  full  force  at  the  end 
of  1916.

distance  of  about  a mile,  and  purchased  rights  of  way  upon 
which  there  is  approximately  nine  hundred  and  six  thousand 
cubic  yards  of  embankment  already  in  place  ready  to  lay  the 
rails;  also  33,000  square  yards  of  stone  paving,  bank  protection 
masonry,  and  foundations  . . . The  contention  of  the  company 
is  that  the  expenditure  of  this  amount  of  money,  viz.  $215,000, 
in  addition  to  the  other  payments  already  noted  as  liabilities 
already  incurred  by  contract,  amounts  to  more  than  10  per  cent, 


and  constitutes  the  expenditure  of  the  required  percentage  in 
order  to  save  the  rights  of  the  company.  The  company  also  con- 
tends that  the  amending  of  the  certificate  constituted  a new 
corporation,  and  that  the  time  for  the  performance  of  the  condi- 
tions required  by  the  statutes  dates  from  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  the  amended  certificate.”

Erie  Railroad  Company;  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company;  New  York 
Central  Lines;  The  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com- 
pany; The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company; 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company;  Pennsylvania 
System;  Rutland  Railroad  Company;  The  Ulster  and  Delaware  Rail- 
road Company.  In  addition,  the  road  of  The  Lehigh  and  Hudson 
River  Railway  Company  is  operated  over  without  a written  contract. 

Operating  contracts:  All  of  the  operations  of  The  Pullman  Company 
except  those  over  the  Northern  Pacific  Lines  are  carried  on  under 
contracts  or  agreements  by  which,  under  varying  terms  and  conditions, 
The  Pullman  Company  furnishes  the  cars.  With  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  The  Pullman  Company  is  a party  to  an  “ Asso- 
ciation contract,”  by  the  terms  of  which,  according  to  a letter  from 
The  Pullman  Company  dated  March  13,  1915,  the  Railway  com- 
pany furnishes  the  Association  with  tourist  sleeping  cars,  and  The 
Pullman  Company  pays  the  Railway  company  6 per  cent  interest  on 
one-half  the  value  of  the  cars;  The  Pullman  Company  furnishes  the 
equipment  for  such  cars  and  collects  from  the  Railway  company  6 
per  cent  interest  on  one-half  the  value  of  the  equipment.  The  revenues 
and  expenses  of  the  operation  of  sleeping  cars  under  the  “ Association 
contract  ” are  included  in  the  revenues  and  expenses  of  The  Pullman 
Company. 

Auxiliary  operations  and  other  properties:  Under  the  classification 
prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  sleeping 
car  companies,  “ Auxiliary  operations  ” covers  dining  and  special  car 
service;  incidental  commissarial  service  on  sleeping,  parlor,  or  other 
cars;  and  charter  of  commissarial  cars,  or  incidental  commissarial 
service  on  chartered  cars.  “ Other  properties  ” covers  the  operation 
of  The  Pullman  Company’s  car  manufacturing  and  repair  plant. 

Controlled  corporations:  The  company  controls,  through  ownership 
of  the  entire  capital  stock,  the  Pullman  Railroad  Company,  an  active 
corporation.  It  also  controls,  through  direct  ownership  of  securities, 
the  U nion  Palace  Car  Company,  the  Mann’s  Boudoir  Car  Company, 
and  the  Woodruff  Sleeping  and  Parlor  Coach  Company,  all  inactive 
corporations. 

Capital  stock:  The  capital  stock  is  divided  into  1,200,000  shares 
of  a par  value  of  $100  each.  The  total  par  value  nominally  outstand- 


ing is  $120,000,000,  of  which  the  company  holds  in  its  treasury  $1,432,' 
200  stock  and  $988  scrip,  including  $714,600  held  by  its  manufacturing 
department;  and  in  sinking  or  other  funds  $1,459,600,  including 
$1,208,800  held  by  its  manufacturing  department.  The  capital  stock 
outstanding  and  not  held  by  the  company  December  31,  1916,  was 
$117,107,212,  of  which  $1812  is  classed  as  scrip.  Regular  dividends 
at  the  rate  of  8 per  cent  were  declared  during  the  period  covered  by 
the  report,  amounting  to  $9,529,034.66.

FREIGHT  TERMINAL  CORPORATION 
The  Squaw  Island  Freight  Terminal  Company,  Inc. 


The  Transportation  Corporations  Law,  article  10-a, 
defines  the  term  “ Freight  Terminal  Corporation  ” and 
provides  that  such  corporations  shall  be  subject  to  the 
“ supervision,  control  and  regulation  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  district  wherein  it  does  business,  to  the 
same  extent  as  are  railroads  and  street  railroads  wholly  or 
partly  within  said  district,  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  the 
public  service  act  are  applicable  to  the  case  and  business 
of  any  such  freight  terminal  company  ”.  Heretofore  no 
freight  terminal  corporation,  so  far  as  the  Commission’s 
records  have  shown,  has  existed  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  Second  District. 
June  21,  1916,  The  Squaw  Island  Freight  Terminal  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  was  organized,  and  in  compliance  with  the 
statute  it  was  required  to  file  an  annual  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1916.  The  report  filed  by 
it  actually  covered  the  period  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion to  June  30,  1917.  From  it  the  following  statement  of 
its  history  to  that  time  is  abstracted. 


Organized  June  21,  1916.  On  same  date  acquired  title 
to  Squaw  Island,  in  the  Niagara  river,  from  the  Squaw 
Island  Development  Corporation,  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  an  issue  to  the  grantor 
of  $100,000  of  capital  stock.  The  grantor  also  took  a 
mortgage  for  $500,000  on  the  property.  The  issue  of 
capital  stock  was  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion by  order  entered  May  17,  1917.  The  company’s 
balance  sheet  June  30,  1917,  shows  assets  of  $600,000, 
representing  the  value  of  the  land  acquired  from  the 
Squaw  Island  Development  Corporation,  and  liabilities  of 
$100,000  for  capital  stock  and  $500,000  for  a mortgage  on 
said  land.

Consent  and  authorization  were 
conditionally  granted  for  a mortgage  of  not  to  exceed  $6,000,000 
and  the  issue  of  $4,210,000  bonds  thereunder,  and  $3,880,000 
stock.  Supplemental  orders  dated  July  28,  1908,  and  September 
22,  1908,  authorized  the  issue  under  modified  conditions  of  $380,- 
000  stock,  of  which  $271,400  is  reported  to  have  been  issued;  and 
$1,000,000  bonds,  none  of  which  have  yet  been  sold.  In  connec- 
tion with  a judgment  in  favor  of  William  C.  Gray  for  $34,620, 
a temporary  receiver  was  appointed  July  18,  1912;  and  William 
C.  Gray  was  appointed  permanent  receiver  September  30,  1912. 
The  company  has  no  cash  or  tangible  assets,  nor  are  any  expendi- 
tures for  construction  of  road  reported.  It  is  reported  receiver’s 
disbursements  were  made  between  December  31,  1915,  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1916,  but  no  amount  is  given.  Six  miles  of  road  graded 
to  the  end  of  the  year.  Location  surveys  completed.  Although 
the  period  has  expired  within  which  the  corporation  is  required 


by  the  general  provisions  of  the  statute  to  have  completed  its 
road  and  begun  operation,  the  receiver  is  engaged  in  litigation 
over  certain  assets  to  which  it  is  claimed  the  corporation  has 
title,  and  the  case  was  still  pending  in  the  courts  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

Certificate  of  public  convenience  and  a necessity 
was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  July  15, 
1901,  later  affirmed  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  upon  review  at  the  instance  of  other  interested  railroads. 
Reconnaissance  and  location  surveys  completed;  3%  miles  of 
right  of  way  acquired,  and  2%  miles  graded.  By  chapter  252, 
laws  of  1906,  time  to  commence  construction  was  extended  two 
years.  By  chapter  81,  laws  of  1911,  the  time  within  which 
road  would  be  required  to  be  finished  was  extended  to  May  1, 
1914.  An  action  was  commenced  against  the  company  before 
the  Supreme  Court,  Rensselaer  County,  and  judgment  in  seques- 
tration, and  order  of  the  court  appointing  Gilbert  V.  Schenck, 
receiver,  are  reported  entered  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Rens- 
selaer County  April  26,  1911.

Incorporated  January  7,  1907.  Road  was  originally  projected 
to  extend  from  Clinton,  N.  Y.,  to  Hamilton,  with  a branch  to 
Waterville,  a distance  of  26  miles,  20  miles  of  which  would  be 
on  private  right  of  way  owned  by  the  company.  On  or  about 
June  12,  1909,  the  charter  was  amended,  and  November  12,  1909, 
the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District,  granted  permis- 
sion to  extend  the  line  from  Hamilton  to  Norwich,  N.  Y.  The  right 
of  way  is  held  by  private  individuals  and  has  not  yet  been  trans- 
ferred. The  corporation  reports  that  it  has  entered  into  a con- 
tract for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  road  as  origi- 
nally projected.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  had 
authorized  the  issue  of  $600,000  common  stock,  and  $780,000 
bonds  secured  by  mortgage;  later  the  Public  Service  Commission, 
Second  District,  authorized  a mortgage  upon  the  entire  property 
for  $2,500,000  and  the  issue  thereunder  of  $628,000  additional 
bonds,  a total  authorized  issue  of  $1,408,000;  it  also  authorized 
the  issue  of  $1,400,000  preferred  stock.  The  report  for  year 
ended  December  31,  1917,  indicates  that  no  part  of  the  bonds  and 
preferred  stock  has  been  issued;  and  of  the  common  stock, 
$33,700  par  value  has  been  issued  and  is  outstanding.  The  com- 
pany reports  that  January  9,  1911,  it  made  a contract  with  The 
Utica  Southern  Construction  Company  for  the  right  of  way  and 
for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  extension.  Under  this 
contract  $215,000  of  its  obligations  or  capital  stock  is  to  be  paid 
for  rights  of  way  upon  which  there  is  practically  a graded 
roadbed.  There  are  approximately  906,000  cubic  yards  of  embank- 
ment; 35,000  square  yards  stone  paving,  masonry,  culverts,  and 
foundation  in  place.  All  of  this  is  included  in  the  contract  with 
the  construction  company.  There  is  also  a contract  involving 
$25,000  for  depot  and  station  sites,  etc.  The  report  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1917,  states  that  the  company  is  ready  to 
finish  the  construction  of  the  road  as  soon  as  it  can  be  financed.

Of 
this,  123,437  miles  were  operated  under  contracts  with  carriers  by 
which  the  sole  ownership  of  cars  was  vested  in  The  Pullman  Company, 
and  642  miles  were  operated  under  contracts  by  which  the  ownership 
of  cars  was  vested  jointly  in  The  Pullman  Company  and  the  carrier. 

The  following  carriers  having  mileage  in  the  State  of  New  York  are 
reported  as  having  contracts  for  operation:  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
road; Central  New  England  Railway  Company;  Buffalo,  Rochester 
and  Pittsburgh  Railway  Company;  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Com- 
pany; The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company; 
Erie  Railroad  Company;  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company;  New  York 
Central  Lines;  The  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com- 
pany; The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company; 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company;  Pennsylvania 
System;  Rutland  Railroad  Company;  The  Ulster  and  Delaware  Rail- 
road Company.  In  addition,  the  road  of  the  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River 
Railway  Company  is  operated  over  without  a written  contract. 

Operating  contracts:  All  of  the  operations  of  The  Pullman  Company 
are  carried  on  under  contracts  or  agreements  by  which,  under  varying 
terms  and  conditions,  The  Pullman  Company  furnishes  the  cars.  The 
so  called  association  contract  which  existed  between  The  Pullman  Com- 
pany and  The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  according  to  the 
terms  of  which  the  railway  company  furnishes  tourists  and  sleeping  cars, 
expired  March  31st  and  a new  contract  was  entered  into  concerning 
which  the  company  states  as  follows:  “ The  contract  between  The 

Pullman  Company  and  The  Northern  Pacific  Ry.  Co.,  which  included 
operations  over  the  Spokane,  Portland  and  Seattle  Ry.  Co.,  expired 
A larch  31,  1918.  A new  contract,  effective  April  1,  1917,  was  made 
with  The  Northern  Pacific  Ry.  Co.,  excluding  operations  over  the 
Spokane,  Portland  and  Seattle  Co.,  and  this  new  contract  was  not  an 
Association  contract,  but  was  a standard  Pullman  contract.  Since 
that  date  no  new  contract  has  been  made  with  the  S.,  P.  & S.  Co.,  but 
we  have  agreed  with  the  S.,  P.  & S.  that  whenever  a contract  has  been 
agreed  upon  it  will  be  effective  as  of  April  1,  1917,  but  it  will  not  be  an 
Association  contract.” 

Auxiliarij  operations  and  other  properties:  Under  the  classification 

prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  sleeping  car 
companies,  “ Auxiliary  operations  ” covers  dining  and  special  car 
service;  incidental  commissarial  service  or  sleeping,  parlor,  or  other 
cars;  and  charter  of  commissarial  cars,  or  incidental  commissarial 
service  on  chartered  cars.  “ Other  properties  ” covers  the  operation 
of  The  Pullman  Company’s  car  manufacturing  and  repair  plant. 

Controlled  corporations:  The  company  controls,  through  ownership 
of  the  entire  capital  stock,  the  Pullman  Railroad  Company,  an  active 
corporation.  It  also  controls,  through  direct  ownership  of  securities, 
the  Union  Palace  Car  Company,  the  Mann’s  Boudoir  Car  Company, 
and  the  \\  oodruff  Sleeping  and  Parlor  Coach  Company,  all  inactive 
corporations. 


Capital  stock:  The  capital  stock  is  divided  into  1,200,000  shares  of 
a par  value  of  8100  each.  The  total  par  value  nominally  outstanding 
is  $120,000,000,  of  which  the  company  holds  in  its  treasury  $1,335,900, 
including  $638,700  held  by  its  manufacturing  department;  and  in 
sinking  or  other  funds  $1,558,000,  including  $1,284,700  held  by  its 
manufacturing  department.  The  capital  stock  outstanding  and  not 
held  by  the  company  December  31,  1917,  was  $117,106,100,  of  which 
$2600  is  classed  as  scrip.  Regular  dividends  at  the  rate  of  8 per  cent 
were  declared  during  the  period  covered  by  the  report,  amounting  to 
$9,543,992.68.

STOCK  YARD  COMPANY 
FREIGHT  TERMINAL  CORPORATION 
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STOCK  YARD  COMPANY 


The  Public  Service  Commissions  Law  as  amended  by  chapter  506,  laws  of  1913,  gives  the  Public  Service  Com- 
missions jurisdiction  over  stock  yards  and  over  stock  yard  companies  owning,  leasing,  or  operating  the  same,  to 
the  same  extent  that  such  jurisdiction  applies  to  “ depots,  freight  houses,  and  shipping  stations  of  a common  carrier, 
including  the  duty  of  such  stock  yard  company  to  submit  reports  and  be  subjected  to  investigation  as  if  it  were  a 
common  carrier  There  has  been  found  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Second  District  Commission  only  one  Stock 
Yard  Company,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  the  law,  which  is  not  a railroad  corporation  and  hitherto  has  not  made 
reports  to  the  Commission  as  a common  carrier.  An  abstract  of  the  report  of  this  Stock  Yard  Company  is  as 
follows: 

Name  of  company:  Patrick  Horan  and  Sons  (unincorporated). 

Location  of  yard:  West  Albany.

FREIGHT  TERMINAL  CORPORATION 


Section  156  of  the  Transportation  Corporations  Law  classes  freight  terminal  corporations  with  railroads  and 
street  railroads  as  to  “supervision,  control,  and  regulation”  by  the  Public  Service  Commission.  The  Public  Service 
Commissions  Law  requires  every  railroad  and  street  railroad  to  file  an  annual  report.  Therefore  it  would  appear 
that  freight  terminal  corporations  are  required  to  file  annual  reports  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  well 
as  submit  to  its  jurisdiction  in  other  respects.  But  one  freight  terminal  corporation  has  been  found  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  Second  District.  The  facts  concerning  it  are  as  follows: 


The  Squaw  Island  Freight  Terminal  Company,  Inc. 


This  company  was  organized  under  the  laws  of  New 
York  June  21,  1916.  By  order  of  the  Commission  entered 
May  17,  1917  (case  No.  5655),  it  was  authorized  to  issue 
its  common  capital  stock  in  the  amount  of  $100,000.  It 
filed  two  reports  covering  the  year  1917 : the  first  cover- 
ing the  period  from  January  1st  to  June  30th;  and  the 
second,  the  period  from  July  1st  to  December  31st. 
These  reports  indicate  that  to  the  end  of  1917  the  com- 
pany had  issued  $100,000  par  value  of  its  common 
capital  stock  in  payment  for  the  land  known  as  Squaw 
Island,  in  the  Niagara  river,  at  Buffalo.  The  land  was 
acquired  subject  to  a mortgage  securing  $500,000  face 
value  5 per  cent  bonds  maturing  November  1,  1939. 


The  report  states:  “ The  corporation  continues  to  hold 
Squaw  Island.  Development  awaits  the  outcome  of 
litigation  in  which  State  of  New  York  is  seeking  to  com- 
pel International  Bridge  Company  to  obey  statute, 
chapter  666  of  1915,  requiring  it  build  a roadway  and 
foot-path  on  its  bridge  to  connect  Squaw  Island  with 
the  mainland  of  Buffalo.  The  State  won  in  the  Trial 
Court,  and  secured  a unanimous  affirmance  by  the 
Appellate  Division,  Third  Department.  The  case  is 
now  in  the  Court  of  Appeals.  In  the  meantime,  interest 
on  its  bonds,  and  taxes,  are  paid  by  Squaw  Island  Gravel 
Company,  lessee  of  gravel  rights.”

The  following  particulars  are  abstracted  from  reports  of  those  firms  and  corporations  which  are  designated  “Baggage  Companies”  and  “Transfer  Com- 
panies ” by  section  2,  subdivision  9a,  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law.  In  the  majority  of  instances  the  company  so  designated  is  merely  a teaming  busi- 
ness, conducted  by  an  individual  or  copartnership.  It  has  been  impracticable  to  analyze  or  effectively  to  criticize  these  returns,  and  the  statements  and  figures 
shown  are  simply  given  as  reported  except  where  some  obvious  inaccuracy  has  been  corrected. 

Although  diligent  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  returns  from  all  firms  and  corporations  which  are  required  by  the  law  to  render  reports  to  the  Public  Sendee 
Commission,  Second  District,  there  are  a number  which  have  made  no  return.  The  names  of  the  firms  and  corporations  which  according  to  the  best  records 
available  should  have  made  returns  but  did  not,  are  listed  at  the  foot  of  the  table  under  the  title  “ Baggage  companies  and  transfer  companies  which  failed  to 
file  reports
